Will 
never mention family background, when, where and how educated, nor Join 
clubs where these facts are demanded. 

No church affiliations. Religion unknown. Sneer at all religious or 
cultural ideas except those they pretend to sponsor; these unknown. 

Pretends that hordes of new composers and writers go to them all along 
for help andaivice about selling and publishing; Nobody known to do so. 

He wear long hair & long beard. (Is it a pretense to be a screwball, 
long hair eccentric, in order to really cover up something WORSE, which 
he is and waits to conceal. Good psychology. Pretend to be gosh-awful 
to prevent anybody finding out that you are GOD-damned awful?) 

"Methinks they protestest too muchj" Remember? Same sustem. 

They sponsor all lost causes; when the news census forwarned that Mc¬ 
Arthur could not or xould not be President, THEY launched a big. hysterical 
drive, via newspapers and verbally, to nominate him. (To split The non- 
Democratic vote and prevent a Republican President?) They came-out for 
The B r icker Amendment.(After all in favor of it had despaired of its being 
passed and it was so announced in news reports.)Now, they sound off in the 
paper about McCarthy program being so wonderful - which it is I- but is it 
because they had foreknowledge that McCarthy will, eventually, be quashed? 
Or to draw attention to their own loyalties to America, fearing that McC. 
will win, and they want to be on right side, publicly, camouflaging their 
REAL affiliations? 

No matter WHAT Americans are doing in Congress, it is WRONG, they think. 
Could it be that their propaganda is Just thitt; merely disagreeing with 
EVERYTHING America does, so cast suspicion and doubts and dissent, in the 
minds of trusting and innocent and ignorant voters? 

I think that they protest, too much, their overwhelming Americanism. WHY? 
She says that their loyalties force them to go minus food, in order to buy 
postage stamps to mail their articles. That is abnormal. If I were that 
poor, I - or any other common layman - would buy groceries, first. They 
say their mails are so heave that they drive down or up the valley yo mail 
them in order not to over-work our postoffice staff. I think it iw to 
allay suspicions at the quantities mailed; too much for one office not to 
notice. WHAT are they mailing? Much as they know of our government, 
neither of Ithem as I know of, has cast in with either political party and 
campaigned and run for office in an orthodox manner, except her pretended 
interest in the McArthur campaign; a foredoomed cause. WHY? 

Now, they fight Eisenhower, United Nations, Pentagon; everything. WHY? 
They prate about certain organized publication beaureaus and new causes; 
ljke FOR America; is it because of the unpopularity of McCormick & Banion? 
J st "smoke-screen"for another lost cause, knowing that their little pub- 
licityih this remote section would have little chance of helping the cause 
and that their enthusiasm would further cast a "smoke-screen" over their 
REAL interests and activities; that is, getting out that mass of letters? 
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He poses as a literary genius in poetry and composition but he says he 
has written and published over 300 songs: none of them a HIT. Could any 
novice writer or composer afford that? They cost a fortune to publish, 
and novices have to pay their own expense of publications 5 always, until 
a HIT occurs. 

Recently he has written and had published a book of verse; without a 
dust-jacket. It is because jackets must have a "blurb" on them, telling 
all about the author. I heard him say he did notlike dust-jackets, as they 
covered up the book. If he really WERE a literary genius, he would know 
that books have little interest for collectors, if the dust-jackets are 
destroyed or marred, because their blurbs are all the reader knows about 
authors. Why no dust-jacketcn his book of poems? (Because publishers 
demand personal information about ahthors, on them, but, if as in case of 
a first book from a novice, the author is paying for the printing, he may 
have it as he wishes; as the publisher is not involved in selling the 
edition. That seems suspicious, to me? 

He makes trips to California, and Hollywood, frequently; in spite of their ! 
being so broke that they have to "go without food to lave money for stamps." 
Strange? He said that he was collaborating fcith the movie-studios, in 
Hollywood, in writing the theme-songs for the movies, but I never saw his 
name on the list of song-writers; did you? Could he be conspiring with 
communist-slanted movies to SLANT them to the communist ideal? It is 
being done, and he is plenty smart to do it, but his literary "genius" 
is a humbug fraud for his book is mediocre, attempting to portray a very 
sexy - and a little religious - philosophy, but failing in both, because 
the author does not feel what he is writing. More camouflage? A huge 
review article ap:reared in our local paper, purporting to be written by 
xome famous literature critic & publisher, but it sounds like HIMSELF, 
and he is conceited, bitter, cynical, boastful, superior-acting. I think 
he wrote it, himself, and signed that man's name to it, with or without 
the man's consent - if there really is any such man and the man KNOWS 
about this review, published in our little paper. I KNOW it sounds exactly 
like his conceited opinions of himself, ofter spoken befoee his audiences. 

I also suspect that all his civic interests? are phony. He says that rottor 
government in our country has "broke" them. Would such a citizen be very 
apt to be enteemely civic-minded? I doubt it. 

When I mentioned that I was going to help our present news-editors fight 
com unism in government, he pooh, poohed the idea and painted a very dire 
picture of what the commies would do to me if I tried it. TO keep me quiet' 
So they could come out from time to time, with their own little harmless 
sallies, pretending support and loyalties, but doing nothing about it? 
Garmon told them what I said about thiir being suspicioned by many persons, 
as being communists, because she came out that very week, with another 
little letter pretending to support Mcfiarthy's investigation. I think it 
scared the daylights out of all of them and they warn each other, for Garmor 
resigned from Sharyland school, after Shivers anti-communist bill was passec 
and is campaigning for Davis as Governor. It all adds up. They warn each 
other and keep tabs on conversations in order to do so. They hate shivers 
but preten to like him, merely adding up little?? flaws in his policy. 
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She said that her home is named "Freedom House" and that when they die, 
it is to be dedicated to their cause???not left to their children. WHI? 

Because the "cause" paid for it and supports it and them? It is a big, 
expensive hide-a-way, and is always nice and clean and well-kept, but 
three servants; a yardman, maid and cleaning-man. They entertain lavishly} 
sort of reminiscent ofthe old English Clivedon Set; remember? Persons 
who are well-to-do, a bit radical, pink or screwey? This takes lots of 
money. Where does it come from, if they are so broke that they forego 
groceries in order to pay for stamps? Won't the Party contribute more 
loberally? I wonder? 

Summing up: I think that she is constantly and vehemently spouting all 
her loyalties and political convictions, to make a thick smoke-screen to 
cover up what HE is really doing. None*of these causes ever pan out, and 
I think it is with meditation aforethought on her part, so that she will not 
be REALLY doing any good to our Government but to an unaware observer, she 
would seem extremely patriotic. Why all the effort to protest it? A really 
patriotic person takes it for granted that everybody knows itj And if she 
is all THAT patriotic, why not join one party and run for office, or campaign 
for ssome straight-line candidate; instead of all those independent, middle- 
of-the-roaders, who are fore-doomed to defeat? 

I think that he poses as a literary screwball in order to be able to 
commute between here and Hollywood without creating suspicion, and to 
throw off the tract any astute person who might discover that he is, in 
truth, diabolically clever and educated in government and brilliant-minded. 

He is cruel, critical, xsxxxg vengeful and very verbally damaging in con- 
versa ion when any ody ar^gues or disagrees vith him. 

They never get really "thick" with anybody, although they mingle fairly 
often in public, and he and she are highly critical of all cliques, clubs, 
groups for common public interest. 

\ 

Summing up; H.ghly educated and highly paid communist propagandists, sent 
here with the first batch, to educate America to communism. This is a remote, 
hidden retreat f or them to carry on unsuspect’ed . (Many persons have suspected 
them, before me, but been abused, criticized and slandered out of face for it.) 

Find out what all that mail IS, where it goes, whom addressed to, what he 
does in Hollywood and whom he visits and what they talk about and do. Watch 
her political affiliations; how they always peter out harmlessly, and she 
never comes out boldly and run for office in a regular party, but shoots off 
those little timely and rell-planned lfe&ters to newsppaers, for lost causes. 

All highly significent, but too much for a mere citizen like me to cope with. 
Make FBI investigate. 
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All the policies employed by communism to indoctrinate the minds of the 
world is employed in these papers; To Wit: 

Disillusionment with government officials, 
create discontent with present-day standards 
L 0 se f aith ±1 the power of God to help situation 
Lose faith in church and pulpit to correct worldliness 

Losefeithin friends, neighbors and relatives; they are a 11 weak, blind and dumb 
L 0 se faith in the innate goodness of life, your fellowman & yourself 
Attract attention to the writer's own superb love of country & patriotism, 
to camouflage his REAL work of indoctrination for communism - like a mother 
duck will fly away from her young brood, in awkward, flopping manner to 
pretend that she is hurt and might be caught, in order to divert your hunt 
to ter and leave alone her brood whi is REALLY helpless and vulnerable. 

Calamity howling in creeendo tones to frighten the weak and illiterate. 

T e lling them that all these horrible things will happen if McA is NOT elected, 
well-knowing that he will never accept nomination aid that he is old, tired 
and aihmost senile. 

W & nted him to go on determinedly fighting abroad in order to frighten all 
foreign countries into believing that America is belligerant and aims at 
taking all the world, thus scaring the little countries into ducking under 
the big, protecting wings of communism to be saved from §American Capitalists." 
Convincing the gul' ible and sucker-type into thinking that the county is 
already lost, so that they will cease to resist and sink back into the lethargy 
of hopelessness and fataiism; thus becoming fish in a rain barrel for communism 
to forge ahead with their own programs of propaganda and indoctrination. 

Like a card shark will keep on raising his ante, even when he only has a pair 
of deuces, until the weak and cowardsly cease raising and the shark can take 
the pot. 

Or at Bgidge, a player will sudden lay down his hand and declare that he has 
all the rest of the tricks, and absent-minded players will invatiably lay down 
hands and let him win - when, often, he knows he would lost tricks if the 
hand would be played out.

As the non-biased historian reviews current history you are aware that 
almost every disaster to which Christianity and freemen have been subjected, 
throughout the world, has originated in America, regardless of what form it 
may have taken in Europe, Asia, or Latin America, Occasionally I see a 
propaganda piece that attempts to establish in some readers mind the idea 
that no one, just no one, is responsible for these disasters to the morality 
of humanity_and the enslavement of a billion people.

their profits and fearfully conscious of the democratic renegotiation clauses 
in their contracts.

The resulting picture was front-paged all over the 
land but no great American editorial writers came to the principles of the 
Constitution that were involved in Sewell Avery's resistence to his civil 
rights. 

Men who worked with their hands talked among themselves, but dared not 
cry out for fear of the business agent, the war manpower commission and/or » 
the draft board. Even the Congress, fearful of the political power and the 
hysterical wrath of a vindictive-tongued President, abandoned its joint re¬ 
sponsibility for the conduct of the war. Ironically, the watch-dog functions 
of the Senate were turned over to a committee headed by Senator Harry Truman 
of Missouri. It was, in fact, as a reward for ignoring or whitewashing the 
incredible waste of our economic and human resources that brought to Senator 
Truman the "clear it with Sydney" nomination for Vice-President in 1944. 

Today we are still struggling to escape the Soviet net of one communist 
world collectivisms that were first fanged into our body politic as "emer¬ 
gency war powers". But millions of Americans who would be on the side of 
the Republic and the survival of freedom are unaware that these laws are 
still on the books and that it is through these laws and bureaucratic edicts 
that like docile cattle, we are slowly being propagandized in the surrender 
of our individual and economic freedom on which the dignities guaranteed by 
the Constitution are based.
